Study Experiment 
Station Methods 


More than 350 on-the-furm. train- 


ees in the veterans' program tour- 
ed the Fruit and Truck Experiment 
Station todny in search ot more 
knowledge. 


Dr. E. O. McLean, assistant pro- 


fessor oC agromony from Fayello- 
ville, urged the young farmers to 
iipproach Ihe soil conservation pro- 
blem from a "practical standpoint'; 
He said that it took nature 10.000 
years to build seven Inches of top- 
soll, which on some farms hud been 
removed In less than 100 years of 
'irresponsible row-crop farming . 


While the group looked at nine 


different research plots set up lo 
test Soil and waler losses, McLean 
pointed out the differences in re- 
sults. For example, tho plot >|nat 
had been In continous 
row crop 


had lost soil nt the rate of 12 tons 
per acre since the experiment was 
begun in 1839. 
An adjoining plot 


that had been in Bermuda sod had 
.had a negligible loss of one-tenth a 
Eton pf soil during tho.same period, 
Who": difference in w.aljjr loss was 
almost as :greatf:he tfdfied. The .row. 
crop plot had lost 16 inches of wat- 
er, while tho grass plot losl lllllc 
more than one inch.

ers can't put all of their land in 
grass, and
